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NARRATIVE 


OF 


THE SOLEMNITY. 


E Directors of the Miſſionary Society 
having determined, that as many as 
had devoted themſelves to the ſervice of the 
Heathen, ſhould receive a ſolemn deſignation 
to the Work, they agreed to appoint one 
Miniſter of each denomination for this bleſſed 
ſervice, and to exhibit that ſpirit of Union, 
which it hath been their firſt deſire to culti- 
vate, and hope to be the happy means of in- 
creaſing. : 
The Miſſionaries are compoſed of men al - 
ready ordained, of others in the habit of ex- 
pounding and praying in ſocial worſhip, and 
the reſt men of tried Chriſtian fidelity; all 
filled with holy zeal to ſerve the beſt inte- 
reſts of the natives in the South-Sea Iſlands, 
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by introducing the principles of uſeful know- 
ledge, and true religion among them. 


The Directors wiſhed to ſend them forth 
with their Chriſtian benediction, commend- 
ing them to the care and teaching of the 
great head of the Church, to pour out upon 
them the abundance of his grace, to qualify 
them for the work to which they truſt, God, 
the Holy Ghoſt, has been pleaſed to call 
them. 


In conſequence of the reſolution taken, 
Thurſday, the 28th of Auguſt, was fixed 
upon, and the following plan agreed to be 
purſued by a Committee appointed for that 
purpoſe, and confirmed by the Directors. 


The moſt ſpacious place of - worſhip they 
apprehended would ſcarcely contain the num- 
bers that would aſſemble on this occaſion ; 
therefore Zion Chapel was preferred, in order 
to afford to as many as could be admitted, 
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the ſatisfaction of witneſſing a ſcene ſo ſin- 
gular and bleſſed. 


The place was early crowded; and after 
ſeven or eight thouſand had filled the Chapel 
to the doors, multitudes were reluctantly 
obliged to depart diſappointed, whilſt others 
crowded the windows without. 


The ſervice began with an invocation to 
the Holy Spirit: * Come Holy Spirit, hea- 
venly dove, &c.“ and was ſung with the 
moſt enlivened devotion. The Rev. Mr. Eyre, 
of Hackney, then read the prayers of the 
Church with great ſolemnity. Three verſes 
of “Salvation, O the joyful ſound, &c.” 
followed. When the Rev. Mr. Brookſbank 
prayed before the Sermon in a manner ſo 
heart-felt and affeQing, as every hearer wit- 
neſſed. Dr. Hunter then, in his uſual ſtrain 
of eloquence, and, animated by the prefent 
occaſion, delivered a moſt impreſſive Diſ- 
courſe on Luke x. 1—20. | 
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 « Ofer the gloomy hills of darkneſs, &c. 
Vas next ſung, and every heart ſeemed to 
feel the flame of vehement deſire for the 
completion of the great and precious pro- 
miſes. | 


The twenty-nine Miſſionaries * then ſtand- 
ing round the Communion Table, the 
Rev. Dr. Haweis, in a ſhort, but pathetic 
and ſolemn prayer, addreſſed to Jehovah 
Jeſus, the great Head of his Church and 
People, commended the Miſſionaries and their 
Work to his almighty care, wiſdom, and 
love: to direct, ſupport, bleſs, and give the 
ſucceſs, which he alone can command. 


The five Miniſters choſen by the Directors 

for this ſervice ſtanding together,. (the Rev. 
Dr. Haweis, of Spa-Fields, the Rev. Mr. 
Reynolds, of Camomile-Street, the Rev. Mr. 
Love, of Artillery-Street, the Rev. Mr. 
Waugh, of Wells-Street, Oxford-Road, and 

Their names are contained in the ſubjoined liſt. 
the 
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the Rev. Mr. Wilks, of the Tabernacle) . 
each of them took a Bible from the Com- 
munion Table, where they had been pre- 
viouſly placed, and five of the Miſſionaries 
approaching the communion rails, kneeled 
| down, when the Miniſters, - with the Bibles 
in their hands, advanced, and each in ſucceſ- 
fion addreſſed to the perſon kneeling before 
him the following words: ** Go, our be- 
& loved Brother, live agreeably to this bleſſed 
„ Word, (putting the Bible“ into his hands) 
„and publiſh the Goſpel to the Heathen, 
& according to your calling, gifts, and abi- 
5 lities.” To which the Miſſionary replied 
in words to this effect: I will, the 
Lord being my helper,” Five others 
then knelt down, and the ſame. ceremo- 
nial was repeated, till the entire Miſſion 
received their deſignation. The whole was a 
ſcene of ſuch impreflive ſolemnity, as has

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hardly ever been witnefled; the Miniſters | 
and the Miſhonaries ſeemed alike ſo deeply 
affected with the awfulneſs of the Work be- 
fore them, whilſt the Congregation expreſſed 
the ſenſations of their ſouls in filence, tears, 
and ſecret prayer, 


The hymn *© Lord make them faithful,” 
was ſung with the moſt fervent ſpirit of 
prayer by the whole congregation. 


The Rev. Dr. Williams, of Rotherham, 

then, from the pulpit, addreſſed the Miſ- 
fionaries, ſtanding round the communion rails 
before- him, in a moſt able and judicious 
Charge, reſpecting their tempers and con- 
duct, from Gen. xvii, 1. which was heard 
with deep attention, 


The Rev. Mr. Walker, one of the ſenior 
Fellows of Trinity College, Dublin, cloſed 
the Solemnity with a moſt ſcriptural prayer, 
and full of animated devotion, ſuited to the 
occaſion, finiſhing with the uſual benediction, 

« The 
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The peace of God, &c.” The Congrega- 


tion then roſe, and united in ſuch a ſong of 


praiſe as, perhaps, was never before heard, 


Captain of thine enliſted hoſt, &c.” 


The whole departed from this ſolemn 
ſcene full of joy and hope; thanking God 
for what they had ſeen and heard, and crying 
mightily to him, that he would accompliſh 


the number of his elect, and haſten his king- 
dom.

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JESUS CHRIST's INTRUCTIONS 


TO THE 
SEVENTY DISCIPLES. 
— — ä ü -—'äẽ⁵ͤ4᷑ — 
LUKE x. 1 to 11.16. to 20. 


After theſe things the Lord appointed other ſeventy 
* alſo, and ſent them two and two before his face into 
every city and place whither he himſelf would come. 
Therefore ſaid he unto them, The harveſt truly is 
great, but the labourers are few: pray ye there- 
Fore the Lord of the harveſt, that he would ſend 
forth labourers into his harveſt, Go your ways: 
behald, I ſend you forth as lambs among wolves. 
Carry neither purſe, nor ſcrip, nor ſhoes: and ſalute 
no man by the way. And into whatſoever houſe ye 
enter, firſt ſay, Peace be to this houſe. And if the 
Jon of peace. be there, your peace fhall reſt upon it : 
F not, it ſhall turn to you again. And in the ſame 
10 remain, eating and drinking ſuch things as 
they give: for the ; nan is worthy of his hire. 
Ga not from houſe to kouſe. And into whatſoever 
city ye enter, and they receive you, eat ſuch things 
as are ſet before you; And heal the fick that are 
therem; and ſay unto them, The kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. But into whatſoever city ye 
enter, and they recerve you not, go your ways out 
into the ftreets:of the ſame, and ſay, Even the very 

| duft of your city, which cleaveth on us, we do 
wipe off againfl, you: notwithſtanding, be ye fure of 
this, that the kingdom of God is come nigh wunta 
you,—— He that heareth you, heareth me; and he 
=D that 
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that deſpiſeth you, deſpiſeth ms; and he that de- 
Spifeth 2 272 2 that ſent me. And the 
ſeventy returned again with joy, ſaymg, Lord, even 
the devils are ſubject unto us through. thy name. 
And he /aid unto them, I beheld Satan gs ligliining 
fall from heaven. Behold,. I give unto you power 
to tread on ſerpents and ſcorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy; and nothing fhall by any means 
hurt you. Notwithſtanding in this rejoice not, that 
the fpirits are ſubjedt unto you; but rather rejoice, 
becauſe your names are written in heaven, 


" ELOVED, be not ignorant of this one 
4 B thing, that one day is with the Lord as a 
4 thouſand years, ant a thouſand years as one day. 
« 'Fhe Lord is not ſlack concerning his promiſe, as 
« fome men count ſlackneſs.“ In the preſence 
of Jehovah the meaſurements of time and ſpace 
ſhrink into nothing. To his eye, not only the in- 
concluſive reaſonings of men, but the fagacity and 
netration of © angels fland chargeable with folly.” 
With emphatical ſolemnity he prepounces concern- 
ing himſelf : © I am God, and there is none elſe; 
I am God and there is none like me: declaring 
the end from the beginning, and from ancient 
I times the things that are not yet done, faying, 
« My counfet ſhalt ſtand, and I will do all my plea- 
* ſure. The eighteenth century is haſtening to 
its expiration, ſince the primitive miſſionary in- 
ſtructions, which I have now rehearſed, were iſſued 
in perſon by the great King and Head of the 
Chriſtian Church. More than threeſcore times has 
the revolving globe, ſince then, changed its inha- 
bitants. Mighty empires have crumbled into ruin. 
A new world has emerged out of the vaſt ocean. 
Nations then obſcure, unknown, have acquired ce- 
lebrity and importance. Britain was, at that period, 
what the iflands of the Pacifio Ocean are now; it was

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ariſing into light, preſenting an object of curioſity 
to the Geographer, of cupidity to the Merchant, 
of ambition to the Conqueror. And in the wiſdom 
and goodneſs of God, the curiofity of the Geo- 
grapher, the cupidity of the Merchant, the ambi- 
tion of the Conqueror, became * the preparation of 
the Goſpel of Peace,” 'and © the wrath of man 
4 praiſed God.” And what may not the iſlands of 
the South-Sea, through the wiſdom and goodneſs 
of God, in a few years become! 

Empires have been formed, and have fallen; the 
name of Pontiff has ſwallowed up that of Emperor; 
new worlds have been diſcoyered ; the whole Globe 
* groneth and travaileth in pain together” at this 
eventful hour; the beam of the balance quivers on 
its axis; but amidſt all the Revolutions which have 
ſucceſſively affected the Globe, ſince Chriſtianity 
was firſt planted in it, certain objects have never- 
theleſs uny rying'y preſerved their character, and 
exhibit to this day appearances exactly funilar. 


Human — is the ſame perverſe, degraded, de- 


filed, wretched thing it was. The laws of the 
moſt high God maintain their priſtine force and 
authority. The word of the Lord is © the ſame 
+ yeſterday, and to day, and for ever;“ and the 
grace that is in Chriſt Jeſus overflows in the ſame 
inexhauſted fulneſs. The commiſſion of the Lord 
Jeſus to his diſciples, to © preach among the Gen- 
tiles the unſearchable riches” of their divine Maſ- 
ter, preſerves the ſame validity; and the execution 
of it ſhall, through the bleſſing of Heaven, be 
crowned with fimilar ſucceſs. 

The ſingularity, and newneſs, of this day's ſer- 
vice would have induced me to decline taking 
any part in it. I have been frequently called upon, 
in the courſe of my miniſtry, to addreſs a Paſtor 
ſolemnly ſet apart 0 the charge of a particular 
department of the Church of Chriſt; and frequently 
to acceſs a Chriſtian ac 28 in behalf — the 

aſtor 
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Paſtor ſet over them in the Lord. But the people 
this day to be admoniſhed, are innumerable, un- 
| known myriads of human beings, ſcattered over the 
et unexplored regions of the Southern hemiſphere. 
low ſhall a voice that can ſcarcely fill this ſmall 
circle. penetrate through the diameter of the ſolid 
earth? and could it be heard ſo far, would not 
the ſounds which it utters, and the meaning which 
it conveys, be unintelligible: Jargon to men of 
a ſtrange ſpeech? Ah, what ſeas are to be 
croſſed, what promontories to be doubled, how 
many moons muſt wax and wane, how many dif- 
ſiculties and dangers muſt be ſurmounted, before 
an impreſſion can be made on untutored minds, 
before a ſingle ray of heavenly light can diſpel the 
awful gloom! Our addreſs here, therefore, muſt be 
directed to the great Father of all, who has imme; 
diate acceſs to the ear, to the heart, to the con- 
ſcience of each of his intelligent creatures; that 
it may pleaſe him, who has put it into the hearts 
of his ſervants in the Britiſh iſlands, to extend an 
arm of . mercy towards their brethren periſhing for 
lack of knowledge, that it may pleaſe him to diſ- 
poſe their hearts to receive with gladneſs the tne[- 
ſage of peace and ſalvation: may it pleaſe him to 
conduct our little miſſionary bark to the deſired 
" haven; let the © valleys be exalted, and every 
© mountain and hill be made low, and the crooked 
* be made ſtraight, and the rough places plain?

« that ths glory of the Lord may be revealed, and 


 < all fleſh ſee it together, as the mouth of the Lord 
© bath ſpoken it“.“ 3 
But though we can thus with confidence “ eaſt 
“this burthen upon the Lord,“ a delicate and a 
difficult part of the taſk yet remains. How various 

are the views, characters and diſpoſitious of the per- 
ſons who hare ſet this miſſion afloat! How va-

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xious the views, characters and diſpoſitions of the 
pcrſons who compoſe it! What prudence is re-- 
quiſite to. ſpeak a word ſuitably, and in ſeaſon, to. 
each of theſe! I ſhould even at this late hour 
{hrink from the office aſſigned me, were not the 
labour to be divided, and were I not furniſhed with 
an example. of conveying inſtruction which all 
muſt reſpect, and ſupplied with topics of addreſs 
from the ſtores of perfect wiſdom, even from Him 
who made the heart of man, who knows what is in 
it, and who has all power over it. While I enea- 
your, therefore, from the directions given to the 
ſeventy by the Lord Jeſus himſelf, to ſuggeſt ge- 
neral inſtructions to all my brethren in the miniſtry, 
though not to the excluſion of our friends of the 
Miſſion, I joyfully leave it to the Miniſter who 
ſhall come after me, to addreſs a more particular 
charge to them, ſuch as the ſolemnity of the day, 
and their peculiar circumſtances may require. 
At the time when our bleſſed Lord ſent out the 
Seventy, by two and two, he, was preparing to 


follow them in the laſt circuit which he made 


through Galilee, being within the laſt fix months 
of his abode upon. earth. What He addreſſed to 
them on that memorable occaſion, may, with the 
change of a few circumſtances, ſerve to admoniſh, 
warn and inſtruct us all, and eſpecially thoſe whom 
we are ſending out in his name, on a progress much 
more extenſive, but preciſely .in the ſame view. I 
truſt all will liſten to them, therefore, with that 
attention, deference and humility which are due, 
not to the words of a mere man like themſelves, 
but of Him who“ ſpake as never man ſpake.” 

1. Chriſt ſent out the ſeventy by parrs, ſeeming 
to ſay with Joſeph to his brethren, © See that ye 
fall not out by the way.” The little diſtrict of 
Galilee was thus parcelled out into thirty-five ſub- 
diviſions, and thereby the labour and danger were 
diminiſhed by being equalized. Beſides, each 
Miſſionary was thus dE with a known 2 
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tried friend, embarked in the fame cauſe with him. 
ſelf, whoſe converſation would relieve the tediouſneſs 
of the way, mutual confidence would be inſpired 
to the diſcharge of their important truſt, and credit 
would be ſecured to a meſſage delivered under the 
- concurring teſtimony of two witneſſes. If God ſhall 
be gracioufly pleafed to convey onr Miſſionaries 
to the place of their deſtination, they too muſt be 
tender the neceſſity of ſeparating, and of proſecuting 
the object of their miſſion in little ſub-diviſions, 
haps ſingly. Lets than half the number of the 
enty are to be ſcattered over a field, compared 
to which Galilee, Judea, are but a ſpeck. But 
wherever there are two, there, we are confident, 
will be found brothers and friends in the deareſt 
bonds, kindred flames of love to God, to each 
other, and to the ſouls of men. They will relieve 
the languor of exile from their native land by an in- 
terchange of kind affections; and as they © walk 
by the way,” they will realize the preſence of an 
unſeen, but well-known Redeemer, and “ their 
« hearts will burn within them,” as they hold 
communion with him and with each other, and 
white © he openeth to them the Scriptures,” How 
powerful will be their addreſs to the heathen, 
when they arc found to be living and ſpeaking the 
fame things, and © loving each other with a pure 
« heart fervently?” | 
The arrangement made by our bleſſed Lord 
adminiſters inſtruction, reproof and encourage- 
ment to us who are to remain at home. Coupled 
together in the work of the Chriſtian miniſtry, we 
have not always, as we onght, drawn in the yoke 
kindly together. By pulling in oppofite directions 
we have wearicd and waſted each other; too often 
turned to each other in anger, to tear, and bite, 
and devour. The common enemy has triumphed 
in this, the common eauſe has ſuffercd, and © the 
hearts“ of many of God's you have been 
« made ſad. We are, bleſſed be God, beginning 
BS 6 « 4.4 | WG to 
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to get lomewhat more graciquſiy aſſorted; the 


ſcowling eye of ſuſpicion is exchanged for the ſmile 


of cordiality, and the enemy of the Goſpel is ftrip- 
ped of one of his topics of reproach. To union in 
miſfionary views we are indebted for this happy 
and honourable change. May it become more an 
more viſible eyery day in heart, converſation, and 
life! 

2. Our bleſſod Lord fairly and faithfully warned 
the ſeventy of the difficulty and danger of the 
charge which they were undertaking. The labour 
aud difficulty he repreſents under the idea of an am- 
ple harveſt to be reaped by the hands of a few la- 
bourers. That man has conceived very abſurdly 
of the Chriſtian miniſtry wko conſiders it as a com- 
fortable and commodious fituation, m which he 
may live at his eaſe, eat and drink, and riſe up to 


play. The harveſt field is a ſcene. of more than 


ordinary exertion, toil and fatigue, even- when la- 
bourers are abundant; it calls for unremitting appli- 
cation through the whole day, and frequently 
through the night; it demands emulous yet friendly 
energy. In this hive every drone 1s a complicated 
evil, he ſets a moſt pernicious example, he ſtands 
in the way of the buſy, and he devours the honey 
which he had not aſſiſted in ſtoring up. But the 
induſtrious labourer is encouraged by the conſidera- 
tion that the eye of the Lord of the harveſt is upon 
him, that his toil is not overlooked, will not be 
driven to exceſs, will not paſs unappraved, unre- 
warded; that additional felfow-labourers will be 
ſupplied, at his requeſt, as the exigencies of the 
harveſt may require. 

The darger of the enterprize, is repreſented i in 
the character here given of human nature; © be- 
hold I fend you as lambs among wolves,” Be- 
© ware of men. When the ſoldiers of this warld 
beat up for recruits, they decoy the unwary by a 
flatterin g repreſentation 4 the ſeryice; they hold 
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out ideas of profit, of advancement, of glory: they 
keep carefully out of ſight all that is diſguſting and 
painful in the profeſſion, exhauſting marches, con- 
tagious diſorders, © garments rolled in blood.“ 
Not ſo the Captain of our ſalvation. He faithfully 
declares the worſt of his ſervice, from the beginning. 
* Tf any man will come after me, let him deny 
cc himſelf and follow me.*” © Ye ſhall be hated of 
ce all men for my name's ſake, men ſhall revile you, 
ce and perſecute you, and ſhall ſay all manner of 
cc evil againſt you falſely for my fakeF;” and in the 
text, © I ſend you as lambs among wolves.” Mor- 
tifying view of human nature! and alas, it is not 
the exaggerated account of a diſcontented, irritable 
cynic, inflamed with hatred againſt mankind, but 
a true repreſentation of the caſe from one who knew 
it well, and who bitterly deplored that depravity 
which he was conſtrained to expoſe. Man a wolf 
to man! to his brother, his benefactor! Man a 
victim to the fury of him whom he ſought to ſave ! 
« Beware of” ”—what? the roaring lion, the ra- 
vening wolf, the“ bear bercaved of her whelps, the 
adder in the path, the fiery flying ſerpent ?” no, 
beware of men; you are in greateſt danger where 
you are diſpoſed to deem yourſelves molt ſecure; 
reckon not on the ties of humanity, of conſangui- 
nity, of juſtice, of gratitude; the innocence of the 
lamb, the harmleſsneſs of the dove are no defence. 

No ſmall degree of fagacity has been employed 
in ſelecting the ſpot and the people on which our 
firſt impreſſion is to be attempted. A genial cli- 
mate and gentle manners have greatly contributed 
to determine the choice. But, O ye Miſfionaries, 
truſt not to either. Remember the words of the 
Lord Jeſus, - Beware of men.” Are there no 
dangers, think ye, but thoſe which arrſe from 
boiſterous elements, and ferocious ſpirits? are therę 
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no dangers lurking under element ſkies, and fra- 
fon bowers, and alluring ſmiles, and a courteous” 

emeanour. Beware of men.” „ Watch and 
pray that ye enter not into temptation.” 

3. Our Lord cautions his Miſhonaries againſt an 
over curious and minute regard to accommoda- 
tion, preparatory to their entering on their miſſion, 
and while employed in exccuting the buſineſs of it: 
becauſe he would inculcate on them an unbounded 
confidence in the care of Providence, and perfect 
contentment with ſuch proviſion as the hoſpitality 
of thoſe whom they viſited might, from time to 
time, ſupply. They are enjoined to diſregard 
ſome particulars which moſt men would deem eſ- 
ſentially neceſſary to a journey: © carry neither 

& purſe, nor ſcrip, nor ſhoes.” An anxious ſoli- 
citude about conveniencies, much more about 
fantaſtical gratification and indulgence, betrays a 
mind unſubdued to the authority, and unin- 
fluenced by the example of the Lord Jeſus, betrays 
the ſickly appetite of a ſpoilt child, which muſt be 
tempted and pampered with delicacies, not the 
manly ſpirit of the intrepid youth who carcs not 
how hard he lies, and how coarſely he fares, pro- 
vided he gets forward. He who expects betwee 
the decks of a ſmall veſſel, on a long voyage, all 
the eaſe and comfort of an enlarged, unreſtrained 
ſituation, had much better continue on fhore. 
He who dreams of carrying with him to Otaheité, 
or of finding there, all the luxuries of London, has 
not a particle of the miſſionary ſpirit within him, | 
let him remain where he is. He who affects pre- 
eminence and diſtinétion, he who is not pre- diſ- 
poſed to order and ſubmiſſion, he who is not dif- 
poſed to be, and to do, any thing, every -thing 
which may tend to promote the object of his miſ- 
ſion; he who is not determined by grace to facri- 
fice punddilio, humour, intereſt, even his reaſon- 
able cn, nay reputation, health, life, for the 

cauſe 
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cauſe in which he is embark-d, is not for our 

ſe, © let him return and depart.” Na- 
Lc ture,” ſays the proverb, © is ſatisfied with little,” 
and grace with leſs, and grace in a Miſſionary 
ſhould not be of the ordinary caſt. To what a 
height of it was the firſt and great Apoſtle of the 
Gentiles exalted, when it enabled him to ſay, 1 
& have learned in whatever ſtate I am, therewith 
* to be content. I know both how to be abaſed, 
& and I know how to abound; every where and 
“sin all things I am inſtructed, both to be full 
cc and to be hungry, both to abound and to ſuf- 
« fer need *. What a ſhame then is it for a mo- 
dern apoſtle, for a diſciple of the ſelf-denying Je- 
ſus to ramble © from houſe to houſe,” in queſt of 
a fuller table or of a ſofter bed, and peeviſhly to 
complain, if his temper is not ſtudied, and his pa- 
late gratified, in every particular ? 

4. Our Lord recommends to the diſciples; un- 
divided, undeviating attention to what was ſpe- 
cially committed to them. This is plainly implied 
in the injunction, © Salute no man by the way.” 
And this is by no means an encouragement to 
practiſe rudeneſs and incivility, for the Goſpel in- 
culcates not only the weightier matters, ſuch as 
« are true, venerable, juſt, pure; but thoſe alſo 
which © are lovely and of good report,” and ordains 
that © all things be done decently.” But the ſalu- 
tations of the eaſt were, and are, formal, tedious, ce- 
remonious, and cuſtom ſanctioned them ſo far as to 


ſuſpend and interrupt the moſt ſerious and. neceſ- 


ſary bufineſs. It became needful, therefore, on 
urgent occaſions, to diſpenſe with the cuſtomary 
laws of decorum. To this purpoſe was the in- 
ſtruction given by the Prophet to his ſervant, when 
the ſon of the Shunnamite was to be raiſed to life 
again: Gird up thy lojns, and take my ſtaff in 
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&* thine hand, and go thy way: if thou meet any 
« man ſalute him not; and if any falute thee, }. . 
cc anſwer him not again “.“ The King's buſineſs 
requireth haſte, When a dark world is to be en- 
lightened, when the dead in treſpaſſes and fins are 
to be quickened into newneſs of life, let the ſer- 
vant of Jeſus Chriſt. give his whole heart to it ; 
* let the dead bury their dead,” let the 'men' of 
the world attend to the ceremonial of the world, 
but let his eyes look right on,” let not him 
turn to the right hand nor to the left ; let him go 
forward from ſtrength to ſtrength, from company 
to company. May no hoſtile ſalutation impede 
or defeat the progreſs of this Miſſion, but wafted 
of Providence, may it ſpeedily reach the field of 
action, and in due time rejoice our ears and our 
hearts with the glad tidings of their advancing, in 
the ſtrength of the Redeemer, from conqueſt to 
conqueſt, | | 

5. Our Lord's inſtructions to the Seventy re- 
ſpe& their work, and the manner in which they 
were to perform it. This conſiſts of three articles: 
They were to proclaim peace wherever they went, 
they were to heal the fick, and to announce tie 
immediate approach of the kingdom of God. What 
a copipus return for the lodging and refreſhments 
of a day! And it is thus that the great God ac- 
knowledges and remunerates the little fervices 
which men render. him in the perſon of his mini- 
ſters. © Say, peace be to this houſe.” It was the 
glory and the joy of angels to deliver a ſimilar 
meſſage to a periſhing world, by announcing the 
advent of the Saviour. © Unto you is born this 
day, in the city of David, a Savior, which is 
« Chriſt the Lord, —and fuddenly there was with 
„the angel a multitude of the heavenly hoſt 
* praiſing God and ſaying, Glory to God in the 
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« higheſt, and on earth peace, good will towards 
* men*.” This honour is the glorious Jehovah 

utting on you, men and brethren. I bchold you 
hovering in the air over Otahcite, with the olive 
bravch f in your hand, and the ſalutation of peace 
on your lips. Peace be to this iſland, peace be 
to old and young, © peace, peace be to him that 
is afar off, and to him that is near —“ Peace 
e with God through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord.” You 
are not going to ſtun the cars of thoſe unoffending 
iflanders, with the thunder of European artillery, 
and to reduce their native domain to a deſert, in 
order to cenſure the ſovereignty of it. Inaſmuch 
as it is more bleſſed to give than to receive, will 
your bleſſedneſs be ſuperior to that of all the diſ- 
covering navigators, and of all the ambitious con- 
querors that have exiſted from the day that the 
aſpiring Julius landed on the Britiſh ſtrand, down 
t6 the preſent hour. O may the ſons of peace be 
prepared to receive you, that “ your peace may 
* reſt upon them,” and not “ turn fruitleſs undo 
6 you again. 

« Heal the ſick.” The Seventy were TE IYER 
with miraculous powers of healing. They had 
this ſupernatural ſcal affixed to their conhifſion, 
and thus an effectual door was opened for them to 
the hearts of thoſe to whom their meſſuge was ad- 
dreſſed. We pretend not to ſend you forth armed 
with ſuch powers as this. But you go not altoge- 
ther unprovided. You carry with you no incon- 
fiderable portion of European ſkill and expericnce; 
you are furniſhed with the medicines of all the 
quarters of the globe; you may be called in pro- 
vidence, to perform wonders of healing, which 
ſhall have, to. thoſe fimple ſons of ignorance, all 
the appearance, - and produce on them all the ef- 
ſects, of a real miracle. And who can tell what 
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a return you may be enabled to make to your own 
.generous country, for the good which it intends, 
and is attempting, in the yet unknown medicinal * 
plants, and drugs, and gums of thoſe fortunate 
iſlands; bleſſings of Nature ſtill lying hid to us, 
as the bleſſings of the Goſpel are, as yet, to them? 
“Say unto them, the kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you.” 'This prepared the inhabitants 
of Galilee for a perſonal viſit of the Saviour of the 
world, thus was his approach announced in © every 
city and place, whither he himſelf would come;” 
and thus are theſe our miſſionary brethren to © go 
« forth,” I truſt, © in the ſpirit and power of Elias, 
& in the ſpirit and power of John Baptiſt; a © voice 
& crying in yonder wilderneſs, Prepare ye the 
* way of the Lord, make ſtraight in the deſert a 
„ high-way for our God;”* a finger pointing 
out, a tongue proclaiming, © Behold the Lamb of 
«© God which taketh away the ſin of the world.” 
« Our brethren who viſited you at firſt, came in 
“the name, and by the command, of the King 
of our native Iſland, but we come to you in 
* the name, and by command, of the King of 
* kings, the God of the whole earth. He already 
rules over you, and over all mankind, in the 
« kingdom of nature and of providence, and he 
* 1s now coming to you in his kingdom of grace 
% and love; he has ſent us before his face to warn 
you of his approach, and though you will not, 
* cannot ſee him with the eye of the body, for 
“God is a ſpirit, he will make you to feel his 
power, and to rejoice in his goodneſs.” 
6. Chriſt encourages his diſciples with this aſ- 
ſurance, that he ſhould confider the reception 
which they met with, as given to himſelf; eve 
inſtance of neglect or inſult which ſhould be of. 
tercd to them as diſreſpectful to him, and conſe- 
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quently to God; and every expreſſion of kindnefs 


.and benevolence to them, as a perſonal fayour. 
« He that heareth you heareth me; and he that 
c deſpiſeth you deſpiſeth me; and he that deſpiſeth 
c me deſpiſeth him that ſent me.” Such is the 
tender intereſt which the ,Redeemer condeſcends 
to take in the treatment of his ſervants. When 
« Saul goes forth breathing out threatenings and 
ce ſlaughter againſt the diſciples of the Lord,” he 

is arreſted with this challenge, not, why perſecuteſt 

thou Zheſe ? but, Saul, Saul, why perſecuteſt thou 

ned When the works of mercy performed 

by the righteous are to be applauded and rewarded, 
the acknowledgment runs in theſe terms, © In as 
* much as ye have done it unto one of the leaſt 
c of theſe my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 
Keep the intereſt of your Maſter, my very dear 
friends, ſteadily in view, and you may ſafely truſt 
him with the care of yours; to touch you is to 
touch the apple of his eye.” But imagine not 
yourſelves warranted fron this, to refent and re- 
venge every ſuppoſed affront offered to him in 
your perſons. The arm of man is much too feeble 
to wield the thunder, and his head too uninformed 
to direct it. In“ the meekneis and gentleneſs of 
«© Chriſt,” let your imitation be as exact as poſſi- 
ble, © Come unto him, and learn of him to be 
„ lowly of heart.” But he will not truſt the crea- 

ture with his wrath. With an emphatical ſolem- 
nity he challenges this awful province as his own. 
“Vengeance is mine, I will repay, ſaith the 
Lord.“ The diſciples James and John were 
diſpoſed to execute ſignal judgment on a village 
of the Samaritans, which refuſed to receive their 
Maſter: Lord,” ſaid they, “wilt thou that we 
© command fire to come down from heaven, and 
* conſume them, even as Elias did? But he turn- 
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c ed, and rebuked them, and ſaid, Ye know not 
. *© what manner of ſpirit ye are of, for the Son of 
Man is not come to deſtroy mens lives, but to 
4 fave them: and they went to another village.” * 
The only mark of diſpleaſure which the Seventy | 
were permitted to expreſs, in the caſe of being 
treated inhoſpitably, was to © go out into the 
* ſtreets of the city, and to wipe off the duſt from 
* their feet” againſt the inhabitants, with a decla- 
ration that they had done their duty. Leave it to 
a ſanguinary Mahomet, to a bigotted Pontiff, to 
propagate opinion by fire and the ſword. © The 
% weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
we are confident they will be © mighty through 
* God to the pulling down of ſtrong holds, caſting 
& down imaginations, and every high thing that 
“ exalteth itſelf againſt the knowledge of God, and 
© bringing into captivity every thought to the 
| * obedience of Chriſt.” | 
7. Our Lord inſtructs his diſciples to keep their 
hearts with all diligence, from the emotions of ſelf- 
gratulation and complacency in the hour of ſuc- 
cee. To the full extent of his promiſe, and be- 
yond it, his preſence and power had accompanied 
them. This they joyfully acknowledged on their 
return, © ſaying; Lord, even the devils are ſubject - 
« unto us, through thy name.” That eye which 
nothing can eſcape, diſcerned through this ex 
preſſion of exultation a ſhade of - vain-glorying, 
which, with a mildneſs peculiar to himſelf, he 
deems it neceſſary to repreſs. While he himſelf 
* rejoices in ſpirit” at the commencing downfal 
of © the Prince of the power of the air,” he admo- 
niſhes them of a purer ſource of ſatisfaction and 
delight than even the ſubjection of evil ſpirits to 
the miraculous powers conferred upon them. It 
could not but be grateful to them to receive this- 
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aſſurance from the lips of their divine Maſter: 
« Behold, I give unto you power to tread on ſer- 
« pents and ſcorpions, and over all the power of 
* the enemy; and nothing ſhall by any means 
“ hurt you;” this fenced them about as with © a 
* wall of fire,” againſt all the aſſaults of earth and 
hell, but even this was ſurpaſſed by a ſtill dearer, 
and more deeply intereſting conſideration : Not- 
* withſianding, in this rejoice not that the ſpirits 
are ſubject unto you; but rather rejoice, becauſe 
* your names are written in Heaven.” Hereby 
their great, their eternal all was effectually ſecured. 
Whatever might be the iſſue, whatever the effect, 
of their future miniſtrations, they had the exalted 
conſolation of reflecting, that their © life was hid 
* with Chriſt in God,” that none could pluck them 
* out of his hand.” 

The gifts of prophecy, of working miracles, of 
ſpeaking with tongues, have been beſtowed upon 
bad men. The Lord Jeſus, in another place, ſup- 
poſes more than the probability that a plea of this 
nature would be ſet up unavailingly, in the-great 
day of accounts: Many will ſay to me in that 
* day, Lord, Lord, have we not propheſied in thy 
* name? and in thy name have caſt out devils? 
and in thy name done many wonderful works? 
And then will I profeſs unto them, I never knew 
« you: depart from me, ye that work iniquity.*” 
It will be highly honourable for you, my beloved 
brethren, to be made inſtrumental in caſting down 
the idols of the heathen to the ground, in wreſting 
a province from Satan's empire; it will obtain for 
you a name and a place among the benefactors of 
mankind ; but remember you have a ſtill nearer 


and dearer concern to purſue: © Work out your 


«own falvation with fear and trembling,” that 
you may have“ your own ſouls for a prey in the 
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* day of the Lord.” Look to the Apoſtle Paul, 
and learn of him to ſay : © I keep under my body, - 
and bring it into ſubjection: leſt that by any 
* means, when I have preached to others, I my- 
* ſelf ſhould be a caſt-away.”* Not as though 
* I had already attained, cither were already per- 
« fect: but J follow after, if that I may apprehend 
&* that for which alſo I am apprehended of Chriſt 
* Jeſus. Brethren I count not myſelf to have ap- 
« prehended: but this one thing I do, forgetting 
* thoſe things which are behind, and reaching 
* forth unto thoſe things which are before, I preſs 
toward the mark, for the prize of the high cal- 
ling of God in Chriſt Jeſus.” + 

To conclude: Let every profeſſed Chriſtian con- 
ſider himſelf as ſpecially commiſſioned to declare, 
and to live, © the truth as it is in Jeſus,” in the 
ears, and before the cyes of a careleſs and unbe- 
lieving world. Let ſuch as have put forth their 
hand to this good work, .more eſpecially, remem- 
ber that they are © a city which is ſet on a hill, 
that cannot be hid.” Many eyes are upon you, 
and not all of them in kindneſs and affection. 
Take care that © your good be not evil ſpoken of;” 
that this © miniſtry be not blumed;“ that you 
give none offence, neither to the Jews, nor to 
c the Gentiles, nor to the Church of God.” —— 
* Now the God of Peace be with you all. Amen.”

CHARGE 


ADDRESSED TO THE MISSION ARIES. 


Y dear brethren in the Lord, the magnitude 
of the cauſe in which you are now engaged, 
and the ſolemnities of this day, have not been 
often equalled ; whether we conſider your num- 
ber as Miſſionaries, the liberal countenance of the 
public, the place of your deſtination, or the na- 
ture of the cauſe itſelf. So intereſted is the re- 
ligious public -in your favour, that not onl 
thouſands of prayers have been and ſtill are of. 
fered up for you, but alſo about twelve thouſand 
pounds contributed with the ſame view. The 
place of your deſtination, conſidered in a religious 
light, is fallowneſs itſelf, fallow ground untouched; 
and if you have the noble ambition of the apoſtle 
Paul,“ „Jo preach the goſpel in diſtant regions, 
and not to boaſt in another man's line, of things 
made ready to your hand,” you have, in pro- 


ſpect, an opportunity of having that ambition gra- 


* 


tified to the utmoſt. 

Of the cauſe itſelf, who can calculate the con- 
ſequences? Who can tell, but millions in ſucceed- 
ing ages may be eyerlaſtingly benefited by it? The 
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influence of a parent on his poſterity may be 
great; the influence of a magiſtrate on the circle 
of his juriſdiction greater; the influence of a chief 
governor on his extenſive dominions ſtill greater: 


but a minifter of God has an influence, good or 


bad, on the minds of men, ſtill greater than them 
all, as he officially prepares, or * to prepare 


them for happineſs in a never-ending ſtate of ex- 


iſtence. 

This applies to every miniſter of religion; but 
to a Miſſionary more than any other. His name 
may be emphatically called “ legion,“ for the 
happineſs or miſery of man) thouſinds appears pe- 
culiarly connected with him | 

When, a few days ago, ap.\lication was made to 
me to perform this office of - a tdrefling you, many 
difficulties aroſe in my mind, but none greater 
than the difficulty of entering fully into the real 
ſpirit of the occaſion; J reflected, that without a 
heart-felt ſimplicity of 3 upon God, 
without a ſteady regard for his glory, diſregarding 
the praiſes or cenſures of men, without ardent love 
to the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and the ſouls of men; in 
a word, without the true ſpirit of a Miſſionary, 
chere would be a manifeſt impropriety in my com- 
dliance. Conſcious weakneſs therefore urged me 
o decline the momentous taſk, but deference to 
the judgment of thoſe whom I greatly reſpect, and 

love in the truth, diſpoſed me to acquieſcence. 
And now, O Lord God of truth and love, affiſt 
both ſpeaker and hearers, for thy mercy, for thy 
Son, for thy precious promiſe” ſake. | | 

'The Holy Scriptures abound with profitable 
fubjects and ſuitable paſſages as the ground of 
uch a diſcourſe as this; many things, addreffed to 
E prophets, apoſtles and evangeliſts, are 

1ghly applicable to you on this occafion. Were 
I to addreſs you merely as miniſters, no words 
could be more . than our Lord's con-

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cluding charge to his ey, wa, Go ye therefore 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in the

« Holy Ghoſt; teaching them to obſerye all things

& world.” hence might be noticed, the autho- 
rity of Chriſt, as the ground of your Miſſion; G9 
ye therefore—your primary aim, and principal work, 

to teach, diſciple, or evangelically to praſelyte the 
nations to whom you go—the mode of ſetting them 
apart, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and ſo on—your conduct to the converted, 2aching 
them to obſerve all things whatſoever I have com- 
manded you—and, finally, , the promiſed pre/ence and 
aid of our divine Lord, and lo, I am with you alway 
even unto the end of the world. 

But as you are not all miniſters in the ſtricteſt 
ſenſe, nor the greateſt part of you, that ſubject 
would be too confined; I ſhall therefore adopt, as 
a motto to what I bave further to ſay, the words 
you find in Gen, xyii.

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I. I am to offer ſome directions and remarks. 
As a fundamental general obſervation, I would

I ſo- 
emnly declare, I would prefer ſeeing one of you, 
both deaf and dumb, embark, if under the influ- 
ence of religion, than the moſt I man in 
Europe, if not godly.

Suffer 
therefore the word of exhortation : |

If theſe are indeed good, your only end 
will not be your -own reputation, whether of ſelf- 
denial and mortification to the world, or your 
Chriſtian faith and courage, however great—nor 
the glory of the Briiiſi name, its riches, &ommeree, 
arts and ſciences, population and power—nor yet 
the temporal happineſs of the heathen, though it 
were great, and extended to millibns yet unborn— 
but an end far higher is full in your eye, a motive 
much more powerful 1s operative in your ſoul, their 
ſpiritual and everlaſting happineſs. This you. will 
daily keep in view, and dread the thought of its 
being eclipſed by any thing earthly, remembering 
there is an end ſtill more glorious than this, to 
which your hearts ſhould be ſtill more firmly at- 
tached—he glory of God our Saviour. =

The goſpel is a net; do not alter the meſhes, to be 

either greater or ſmaller than the divine appoint- 

ment. But keep in mind, my brethren, that a 

growing acquaintance” with the purity and ſimpli- 
city of the goſpel is the effect of divine teaching; 

ſeek therefore, with all humble importunity, the 
© unction- from the Holy One,” that ye may 
know all things.“ 

It is indeed poſſible that, to induce a profeſſion of 
Chriſtianity, ſome human mixtures or additions 
may be uſcful; but God does not allow any of his 
ſervants to be wiſe above what is written; he will 
not haye his bright and precious jewel, the goſpel, 
daubed with gaudy paint. Many, like Saul, pre- 
tend to offer-a ſacrifice to the Lord, by human ad- 
ditions, and God's anſwer to his plea by Samuel, 
is a ſufficient reply to all intermeddlers*. © Hath

© ſacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the Lord? 
* Behold, to obey is better than ſacrifice, and 
© ta hearken than the fat of rams.” Take for your

: 4. An alternate regard to private and ſocial reli- 
gion. By neglecting perſonal holineſs you will de- 
generate into men of the world; worldly maxims 
will prevail, your zeal will be damped, your minds 
become earthly, your religion a lifeleſs image, and 
your profeſſion an unmeaning name; and, by ne- 
glecting ſocial religion, you will not be Miſſionaries 
but Hermits, you might as well ſtay at home, live 
in ſome lonely Engliſh cottage, retire into the 
Highlands of Scotland, or Mountains of W ales. 
Let therefore converſe with God in ſolitude be ſub- 
ſervient to public utility. Enter therefore thy 
cloſet, or penetrate the woods of Otaheite, to con- 
verſe with Jeſus, to maintain ſpirituality, and to 
plead for your idolatrous neighbours; and then, 
warmed with this holy fire, go and warm others by 
ſocial intercourſe. Thus your heavenly Father 
will reward you openly, and heathens will in time 
learn that none but the diſciples of Jeſus can bo 
thus happy and thus uſeful. 

Under this head, let me adviſe you, not only to 
guard againſt falling out by the way, (which God 
prevent!) and to love one another out of a pure heart 
fervently, but even let the poor ignorant natives 
take knowledge of you, that you do ſo love one ano- 


ther, and that with the loye of benevolence you 


arc affectionately attached to hem. Let them be

conſtrained to ſay, * Behold how theſe new-comers 
love one another!” How pleaſant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity ! Some of us of late have 
ſeen delightful 1 of this union, we ſee it 
alſo this day. My brethren, we commiſſion you 
this morning, in the name of the Lord, to make a 
fair report of the lovely ſcenes which you have be- 
held, to the teachable natives of Otaheite ! 

Tell them what you have ſeen, in the beſt man- 
ner you are able, ſo as to convey the ſentiment into 
their inmoſt ſouls. Aſſure them by your teſtimony 
and example, that the religion of Jeſus leads to 
bliſs. Say, have fellowſhip with us, for “ truly 
* our fellowſhip.1s with the Father, and with his 
ſon Jeſus Chriſt;” the God we adore, the Saviour 


we ſerve. In this connexion I would add, 


5. Aim at exemplifying the religion of Jeſus in all 


ts parts, There are tew human characters but 
have many ſpots, and all in our world have ſome; 
it is therefore our wiſd6m to diſcover and correct 
them in ourſelves and others. But how is this to 
be done? By looking into the glaſs of the word, 
which will faithfully exhibit each one to himſelf. 
One who endeavours to walk before God vprightly, 
aims more at removing imperfections firſt, "has 
performing brilliant exploits. Study therefore your 
defects with a view to pardon and amendment; 
then you will be better able, when they aſk you, 
What meaneth your new religion? to anſwer them, 
Come and ſee, follow us in every ſtep of our walk; 
obſerve us in all our private and public, perſonal 
and relative concerns. Behold us patient in tribu- 
lations, mild and meck when provoked, honeſt 
when it is in our power to impoſe, doing to others 
as we would be done by, wiſhing well and doin 
d to our very enemies, enduring all things for 
the elect ſake, that they may be ſaved. 
Though we are equal as brethren, yet, obſerve 
us, we know how to ſubmit to our ſuperiors, we 
| | know 


| 
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know how to obſerve due ſubordination among 
ourſelves. And as this exemplification of religion 
ia all its parts is the beſt practical anſwer to the 
ueſtion, What is Chriſtianity? ſo it is the moſt 
likely way to your fucceſs. He who thus aims, 
and ſtudies, and ftrives to honour God, will be 
honoured by him, and ſhall be honourably reward- 
ed. Walk before me and be thou perfect,” ſays 
God, * and I will multiply thee exceedingly, and 
thou ſhalt be a father of many nations, and I will 
make thee exceeding fruitful.” I now add, 
6. Be more attentive to duty than even to ſucceſs. 
Uprightneſs and fincerity will regard the will and 
authority of God, leaving all events to him—to his 
adorable and ſovereign diſpoſal. A man of real 
faith, in its free exerciſe, will not object and mur- 
mur, though God demand an Iſaac in ſacrifice. 
But ſhould we be unconcerned about ſucceſs? By 
no means. But every thing in its due order. You 
may defire ſucceſs much, but ſhould ftill more 
earneſtly deſire to walk before God in uprightneſs, 
according to the ſolemn promiſe you have now 
made. And if you have but a little ſucceſs, do 
not ©. deſpiſe the day of ſmall things.“ e 
The human mind is buſy in anticipation; you 
already pourtray to yourſelves what ſort of a voyage 
you are likely to have, - what reception at your ar- 
rival, —what habitations, manners, and employ- 
ments? Be not over anxious about theſe things, 
but mind more preſent duty, let our text reſound 
in your ears, and daily recur to your thoughts, 
« Walk before me and be thou upright.” You 
will ſee, perhaps, - for a ſeaſon, but little, very little 
fruit of your labour; but © who hath deſpiſed the 
« day of ſmall things?” Think of the huſband- 
man, he caſts into the ground the principal wheat, 
and waits for the crop with patience. The goſpel 
is leaven, and it muſt have time to operate; the 
goſpel is a preſerving ſalt, it muſt have time to 
7 = + penetrate ; 
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penetrate; the goſpel is a grain of muſtard ſeed, 
and it muſt have time to grow. | 
The way to ſucceſs, even to ſurpriſing ſucceſs, 
often intricate, Viewing Joſeph in the pit, in 
the priſon, who but the Omniſcient could have 
thought of his future ſucceſs? Who that ſaw the 
danger of Daniel, Shadrach, Meſhac and Abed- 
'nego, or of Jonah, would have given a pebble for 
their lives: What wonders were wrought ' by 
means of illiterate apoſtles, evangeliſts, and diſci- 
ples, when God commanded. ſucceſs! View, on 
the one hand, the Coloſſean powers of this world, 
on the other, the deſpiſed Nazarene, as a © ſtone 
cut out without hands, breaking them to pieces.” 
(Dan. ii. 34.) © Thou ſaweſt till that a ſtone was 
cut out without hands, which ſmote/the image 
« upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and 
brake them to pieces.” It is added, (ver. 35.) 
and the ſtone that ſmote the image became a 
« great mountain, and filled the whole earth.” I 
alk again, Who hath deſpiſed the day of ſmall things? 
Who knows not, that the ſtately oak was once an 
acorn, that the moſt majeſtic river begins its courſe 
as a ſmall rill, that Rome, though time was when 
it could boaſt ſuperiority to all other cities in the 
world, was once a ſmall village, nay, that Great 
Britain itſelf was once a land of ſtupid ignorance, 
and vile idolatry. He, thereſore, who commanded 
the Nor#hto. give up, and it was ſo; can alſo ſay to 
the Sox44 keep not back, and it fa}. be fa, To 
facilitate the performance of theſe duties enjoined, 
let me adviſe you | | | 
7. Ts contemplate with aſſiduity and affectian, the 
character of God, as diſplayed in his word, and in 
his favourite. ſervants in all ages. To walk before 
God, or w God, as Enoch did, muſt imply a 
"contemplation of, and affection for his true cha- 
- : ra&ter; but what I would now particularly. recom- 
mend to you, as greatly conducive ta che end my ; 
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poſed, is, ta read and obſerve. attentively the ſeli- 
denying characters of thoſe men who, bearing 
much of the divine image, have ſtuod forth publicly 
to confeſs him before men. 

In the holy ſcriptures you have a cloud of wit- 
neſſes, whom:you will not fail ta contemplate and 
to imitate; but above all be aſſiduous in looking 
unto Jeſus, the author and finiſher of our faith, 
who for, the joy that was ſet before him, endured 

the croſs, defpifing the ſhame. Read, with con- 
tinual reviews and prayers, the lives of the Patriarchs 
and P ts, the acts of the Apoſtles, the -hiftory 
ol the Chriſtians by Eufebius, which if you 
have not already I hope you will be provided with, 
the moſt authentic holy lives and martyrologies 
the beſt journals of Miffionaries —eſpecially the hfe 
and journal of Bramard, that bigbly favoured man 
of God, written b another who had drank deep of 
the, ſame fpirit, Mr. Jonathan — of New 
England.

Promiſes were made, but difficulties ſo great ap- 
peared in the way of their accompliſhment, that 
this conſideration, and this alone, was equal to the 
difficulty. | | 

- Brethren, there are different ſorts of trials 
there are trials and ſnares even from proſperity : 
Proſperity! ſay you, (ſhaking your heads, and 
your hearts trembling with the expectation of the 
reverſe) Who of us can expect proſperity? But are 
| you not going to Otaheite? for the ſake of return- 
ing to which iſland of ſenſual delights a ſhip's 
crew mutinied ? Ah, remember the hiſtory of the 
antidiluvian church; ye “ ſons of God,” beware of 
the © daughters of men.“ Do not miſtake me, I 
would not diſſuade any from forming an honour- 
able and godly connection; but ſee firſt that it be 
honourable and godly. Let not the Chriſtian 
Miſſionary—the Chriſtian .mechanic—be dazzled 
with the proſpect of alliance with the nobleſt fami- 
lies of the land, with the preſumptuous hopes of 
making them afterwards Chriſtians. Are you 
wiſer than Solomon? I repeat the queſtion, are 
you wiſer than Solomon ? Oh cry to God all- ſuffi- 
cient, for he alone cen help you in ſo great a 
temptation, that the. daughters -of the land do not 
bear away your hearts, until they are made the 
daughters of God. Oh that none of you may be. 
led in triumph by them, until they are led in 
triumph by divine grace ! 

Do not ſay, this branch of the ſubject is need- 
leſs; for I verily believe, and therefore ſpeak, that 
ſome of your greateſt trials in proceſs of time will 
ariſe from this quarter, and in nothing will you 
have greater need of having recourſe to God all- 

| | mighty, 
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mighty, God all-ſufficient; than in this caſe. Suffer 
therefore the word of exhortatibn; you ſeem to me, 
my young friends, as ſo many Joſephs—not that 
you are hated by your brethren—not that you are 
ſold for ſlaves—not that you are going to a tyran- 
nizing Egypt—but becauſe it is more than poſſible 
your purity, you chaſtity may be tried. May the 
God of Joſeph.be with you, and help you to do as 
he did! Why did Joſeph prevail and proſper? God 
was with him! and he is all-ſufficient for you. 
You are going to the land of Goſhen, be not diſ- 
couraged, God all-ſufficient is even there, and 
the way thither is by a long voyage; but think, 
Who holds the ocean in the hollow of his hand? 
Who walked on the ſea? If billows riſe, if ſtorms 
break in upon you, caſt out your anchor—caſt the 
anchor of your hope within the vail, to Jeſus in the 
higheſt heavens, that you may be ſure and ſtedfaſt 
in your minds. | 

2. The Lord Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe you are by re- 
demption and grace, and to whom you dedicate 
yourſelves for this bleſſed work, has all power and

All Chriſtians may indeed take encouragement 
from this very important conſideration, but as none 
have greater need, ſo none have a greater right

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than you. What lifted up Chriſt's. immediate 
Miſſionaries when caſt down? what fu 

them when weak? directed their feet when dark- 
neſs and doubts covered their way? Who, but the 
Comforter? He ſhall take of mine, ſaid Jefus, and 


Mall ſhew it unto you; he ſhall guide you into all! 


truth; by hm it ſhall be given you in the hour of 
need what to ſpeak, and what to do. 

Let not mountains of difficulties affright you: 
“Not by might, nor by power, but by my ſpirit, 
faith the Lord of Hoſts,” the ſpiritual Temple is 
to be erected. O look then to the Spirit of Promiſe; 


He can make you equally wife and meeck—wiſe as 


ts, but harmleſs as doves; and He can kindle

nearneſs to God. A Miſſionary, who does not 
earneſtly ſeek and entertain the moſt intimate 
communion with the Moſt High, is as a handful 
of chaff before the whirlwind: he muſt walk with 
God; he muſt ſet the Lord always before him, 
Should any Miffionary walk 5 ghtly under ſo 
great a truſt, as thou though he were equal to the 
work, ſuch femerity and preſumption 5 pro- 
voke the Lord to jealouſy ; but we hope it will 
be far from our Miſfionaries.

We recommend ſolemm ſervice to he twice per- 
formed, careful only not to exceed à limited time, 
perbaps an hour and a half at fartheſt; the time 
to be fixed as ſuits the climate and manners 
the people.

The beſt inſormed, and longeſt in the Miniſtry, 
will naturally preſide in your devotions. Thoſe 
who are in the habits of {ſpeaking ſhould, in their 
turn, improve their gifts, and edify their brethren. 
Every Monday the Committee ſhould ſettle the 
morning and evening devotional exerciſes, and ap- 
point who ſhall read, give out the pſalms or hymns, 
pray and preach, the next Lord's-Day, dividing 
the ſervices among each other, as may be moſt for 

Every day the morning ſhould open and the 
evening eloſe with a chapter, prayer, a pſalm or 
hymn ; a ſhort expoſition may be given the one 
evening, and. a ſhort ſermon the following even- 
ing, all through the week. Eyery man's gifts may 
thus be tried and brought forward; and let no 
man deſpiſe his brother, but encourage the feeble- 
minded, and be patient towards all. 

The Lord's Prayer may be uſed or omitted, ac, 
cording to the option of him who officiates at the 
time; approved verſions or paraphraſes of the 
Pſalms of David, and hymns containing ſound 
doctrine, ſhall be uſed = time to time, ſo as 


o 
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to meet as much as poſſible, the ideas and wiſhes 
of all the Miſſionaries. The preachers ſhall' be 
careful to digeſt well the ſubje& which they handle 
in public, and endeavour to introduce in their 
diſcourſes a proper mixture of doctrinal, experi- 


mental, and practical religion. No forms of prayer 


_ ſhall be enforced ſtatedly and invariably; thoſe, 
however, who chooſe to make uſe of a form or 
part of a form of prayer, ſhall be at liberty to 
do ſo. 
Ass our worſhip on the Lord's-Day, and alſo 
morning and evening every day, ſhould be open 
to the natives, and they ſhould be invited to at- 
tend; particular regard ſhould be ſhewn to ſuch 
as appeared ſerious and attentive; and as ſoon as 
poſſible little bodies of them ſhould be formed, 
for evening conferences with them. 

Reſpecting the moft probable means of ſucceſs 
with the natives, there can be but one opinion. 
The lives of our brethren muſt give weight to their 
teaching: If they are truly exemplary, half the 

work is done. | | 
' How they are to teach, whether in diſcourſing 
publicly, or in private-conference, will hardly ad- 
mit of a- doubt :—The Bible, and the experience 
of the moſt ſucceſsful Miſſions, aſſure us, that 
the great doctrine of the Atonement muſt be the 
chief corner ſtone. The glory and the humiliation 
of Jeſus, and every thing relative to the delive- 
rance from ſin and death by him muſt make the 
ground work. A ſimple recital of his love, the 
deſign of his incarnation, death, and refurrec- 
tion ; theſe muſt be the points, chiefly repeatedly 
dwelt upon. The obligations of love and duty 
which we--owe him, naturally connect themſelves 
with theſe views; together with promifes of his 
grace, through the agency of his own ſpirit, to 
enable us to follow him in the regeneration. * 
| * | he 
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The bleſſedneſs and comfort of ſuch a life in 
this world, and the aſſurance of an attainment; 
thereby of a happy and glorious eternity in a bet-, 
ter, will afford a field of delightful inſtruction. 

Affect not ſubtleties and deep points of contro- 
verſy, either among yourſelves or with the natives. 
Wave as much as poſſible what would lead to 
queſtions, rather than godly edifying. Attempt 
not by arguments on the reaſonableneſs, or evi- 
dences of the Chriſtian Religion, to diſplay your 
own. wiſdom ; or, ſuppoſe you can anſwer and 
ſilence all their objections, adhere to the ſimpli- 
city which is in Chriſt, truſting to the power of the 
Holy Ghoſt to take the things of Chriſt, and ſhew 
them to their confaiences with divine conviction 
and effectual energy. It is the evil heart of un- 
belief that muſt be ſubdued ; an awakened con- 
ſcience feels the need. of a great ſacrifice: an 
unawakened mind will always reſiſt the Holy Ghoſt, 
and muſt be left to him, who only can remove the 
darkneſs, and quicken from a ſtate of Goof: to 
newneſs of life. 

It muſt be by divine operation, and not by mo- 
ral perſuaſion alone, that any real converſions will 
ever be wrought among the Heathen, or indeed 
— any others. 

| attempts to convince the natives of their 
ſins, we ſhould particularly ſelect thoſe inſtances 
of 3 which are moſt frequently ſtriking, 
viz. bu e ſhocking crime of ſhedding human blood ; 
the horrid murder of children; the abominable 
public proſtitutions, and ſuch other enormities a9 
carry upon the face of them ſomething revolting 
even to humanity. Avoid attacking their eſtabliſh- 
ed cuſtoms of a more indifferent nature, ſuch as 
their dreſs, amuſements, &c. however indecent 
the one may appear, or in their conſequences ap- 
parently dangerous the other.

Avoid unneceflary diſputes about modes and 

forms; in uneſſential matters, let every man think 
for himſelf, and not exaggerate the importanoe 
of things which do not affect the fundamental

Regulations on the Voyage. 


NAPTAIN:. WILSON being appointed to the 
command of the ſhip Dur, an obedience to 
his injunctions and regulations is neceſſarily re- 
quired on the part of the Miſſionaries. 
The improvement of the Miſſionaries in uſeful 
knowledge, and the preſervation of their health, 
are the two great objects to be attended to during 
the voyage ; the firſt is intimately connected with - 
eftablithing a diſcreet ſyſtem of uſeful employment, 
adapted to the capacities and future deſignation of 
the Miſſionaries. | 

I. The Miſſionaries may be divided into two 
claſſes ; thoſe who are already in a more advanced 
ſtate of mental improvement, and who. are more 
particularly defigned to be employed in the in- 
ſtruction of others; and thoſe who will- be em- 
ployed in the exerciſe of their arts and knowledge 
as mechanics. With reſpect to the firſt it is ro- 
commended, . 

1. That ſome. part of every day ſhall be em- 
ployed in reading the Bible, and ſuch other works 
as are adapted to increaſe their religious know- 
ledge, and thereby their fitneſs for communicating 
relipious inſtruction. . 

2. That ſome part of every day ſhall alſo be 
employed in the acquiſition of general knowledge, 
via. natural hiſtory and the mathematics, particu- 
larly navigation. | : 
3. That they ſhall occaſionally be engaged in 
the inſtruction of the others in every branch of 
uſeful knowledge. 5 
4. That one of them ſhall be __—_ Libra- 
Tian, who is to have the charge of the books, oy

one from the Library. . 

5. That one of them ſhall be appointed to keep 
a journal, in which ſhall be recorded the daily 
tranſactions and general employments of the Mii- 
fionaries, together with their obſervations, taken 
from the thermometer and barometer every morn- 
ing, noon, and night. 

6. That a portion of their time ſhall be em- 

loyed in learning the vocabulary of the Otaheitan 
Xen which they will be furniſhed with. 

With reſpect to thoſe who are more particularly 
to he employed in the mechanic arts, it is recom- 
mended, 

1. That they alſo ſhould employ ſome part of 
every day in reading the Scriptures, and other re- 
ligious writings, for the purpoſe of increaſing their 
religious knowledge. - 

2. That they make themſelves uſeful on board 
of ſhip as occaſions may ariſe, in the exerciſe of 
their arts, as carpenters, ſmiths, ſail-makers, pain-

II. With reſpect to the health of the Miſſiona- 
ries, as a free circulation of air, and an attention 
to eleanlineſs are the moſt eſſential means of pre-

in any iſland, it will be the duty of the Miſ-

The Miſſionaries may avail themſelves of the 
od opinion which they find entertained by the 
Heathen of thoſe Europeans, particularly from 
this iſland; who have formerly viſited them. They 
will alſo watch the firſt opportunities to jmpreſs the 
people of the iſlands with the fimplicity and un- 
teigned benevolence. of their own hearts towards 
them, in the firſt inſtance, with reſpe& to tem- 
poral objects and concerns; infinuating to them, 
without oſtentation, the ſuperior improvements in

If attempting to' obtain an abiding ſettlement 
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the arts of liſe which they have had opportunity | 
to acquire, and ex preſſingꝭ a cordial readineſs to 
* Impart to them every inſtruction and aſſiſtance of 
that kind: At the time, it will be becoming 
the character of Spiritual Miſſionaries, to convince 
the natives, as ſoon as it is practieable, that they 
ſet no great value on theſe things, or on any thing 
whatever belonging merely to this world ; but that 
the chief treaſure they convey is entirely of a reli- 
gious and heavenly nature. The favourable pro- 
vidential influence on the minds of the natives, 
_ above. alluded: to, will attend thaſe; who, while 
they uſe prudent precautions, keep cloſe to their 
ſpiritual errand and workg as that which will bear 
them through every difficulty. 
The Miffionaries muſt make the natives ſen- 
fible, that in ſettling among them they have no un- 
eaſonable demands to make, no claims of ambi- 
tion, arrogance, or avariee; that they are diſpoſed, 
to acknowledge with the pureſt integrity and re- 

& the dominion of the natives over their own 
_ ifland, and all its productions, and the ſubordina- 

tion previouſly eſtabliſhed, and that they defire no 
farther footing or property among them than is 
| neceflary, in order to their ſerving them in their 
moſt valuable intereſts. Every thing, therefore, 
ſhould be fixed between the natives and the Miſ- 
- fronanies, by tranſactions formed in the cleareſt 
and moſt equitable manner, according to the ideas 
of juſtice which the natives entertain, and are ac- 
quainted with. The Miſſionaries muſt not ſeem; 
nor indeed be, anxious to obtain an independance 
of the free good-will of the -natives, but rather

The order, harmony, vigour, and ſubordr̃- 
nation, which will reign through every corner of 
the incloſure, muſt exhibit a ſtriking ſpectacle to 

the untutored mind. * 
How much of your time the neceſſary attention 
to your proviſion and maintenance will require, 
cannot be known till you get there ; labour is ra- 

ther to be cqurted. than relied, as nothing would 
be more dangerous thau a ſpirit of idleneſs. 
Hours for the culture of your ground muſt be 
allotted daily, when every hand muſt be diligent 
according to his ability. Probably it will be moſt 
for the general good that theſe hours for manual 
labour ſhould be employed by each in their ſeveral, 
uliar arts and vocations. The gardener and huf- 
bandmen, and thoſe who haye no art or peculiar 
occupation, ſhould be in the field, cultivating the 
land; the carpenter at his faw-pit or ſhop ;, the 
ſmith at his forge or viee; and each ſerving the 
community in his own way; ſo that the appointed 
hours of labour being thus ſpent in the moſt uſeſul 
manner for the whole, the reſt of the day may be 
appropriated for the more immediate purpoſes of 
the miſſion.

Some part of every day ſhould be fixed, as ĩs moſt 
convenient, to ĩaſtruct the natives, to which inſtruc- 
tions they ſhould be invited: our brethren each tak- 
ing a KA to teach the letters of our alphabet; the 
women ſhould teach the women and girls apart, 
and the brethren the men. We ſcarce entertain 
a doubt that many of the natives, from the higheſt 
to the loweſt, will be.cager to learn how to read, 
ad mark thoſe characters that to them mult ap- 
pear ſo wonderful. 

During the time alſo that our ad king, 
craftſimen are at work at their ſeveral trades, the 


natives will crowd with curioſity around them: all 
readineſs to inſtruct and inform them ſhould be 


ſhewn; every little office of kindneſs be freely 
done far +=. and native youths of ready ge- 
ius, eſpecially the relatives of the ſuperior people, 
whoſe protection and favour will be of uſe to Vs, 
taken and taught how-to manage tools. 

At ſuch ſeaſons. there will be a favourable op- 
enn en. mos - = lb who may be at- 
eee.

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tracted by their curioſity, and to mingle divine 
ſubjects of inſtruction with leſſons of information.- 
It is earneſtly recommended that every perſon 
in the Miſsion keep a particular diary of his own. 
Befides this, one perſon ſhould be appointed to 
keep a general diary of the daily employmenits, and 
of every material occurrence which happens, we 
wiſh no ſpecious accounts to meet public curioſity, 
but fimple narratives of facts and obſervations. - 
This diary ſhould contain remarks on the coun- 
try, extent, diviſion, foil, climate, produce, reli- 
gious obſervances, government, ſocial manners, 
common employments, &c. of the iſlanders : each 
from time to time ſhould read theſe, and add any 
farther obſervations they have made. Something 
of this kind ſhould be done every day, and the ma- 
terials. arranged once a week for tranſmitting home.

| chooſes to carry with him, as an individual=—as a

for the equal uſe and benefit of the whole: This 
is primitive, and, in the preſent ſtate of things, 
moſt conducive to the great obj. 
Whilſt every office of kindneſs individually 
ſhould be ſhown to the natives, no traffic, on any 
account, ſhould be carried on, but by the perſon 
the Preſident chooſes to be the medium of com- 
munication in every purchaſe or exchange; nor 
ſhould any brother preſume to infringe this 'regu- 
lation. By this means you will be prevented from

Great caution ſhould be uſed as to afſuming a | 


ſuperiority over any of the natives by making fer 
vants of them, even though they may ſeem willing 
to ſubmit to the yoke, excepting in ſuch things'as 
fiſhing, that cannot be well done without the af. 
ſiſtance of their ſervices. The great and powerful 
among the natives ſhould be taught by W d bod 
reward and do good to the loweſt.
